Tentative agreement _be-

$85,000 was considered by 
council Monday night and re- 


will be submitted to council 
again at a special meeting 
Wednesday for final ratifica- 
tion. 

The agreement covers the fol- 
lowing proposition as outlined by 
the government: That the city 
accept $55,000 worth of the scrip 
in lieu of the province's cash con- 
tribution towards Edmonton's re- 
lief costs for the month of 
August; also, that the city accept 
an additional amount of the 
scrip to the value of $30,000 for 


circulation here. 
Social Credit aldermen stated 
Monday night that the province 


would redeem the $55,000 of relief 
scrip within a month's time, 


year period 


$30,000 worth of the certificates on 
hand every month. In other words, 
the city must accept this amount 
from citizens each month and cir- 
culate it In the event of the 
amount held by the city being less

MORMONS AND UNEMPLOY- 
MENT 

The Mormon church, which in Alberta has 
one of its Bishops in the Speaker's chair and 
many members in the Legislature, announces its 
intention to take all members from the 
relief rolls ere next winter comes around. That 
doctrine will appeal to all persons as desirable. 

The announcement is no mere pious hope. 
It was not made until the unemployment situa- 
tion had been accurately assessed and plans 
made to cope with it. The plan, in brief, calls 
for the growing of a surplus of foodstuffs and 
the creation of a surplus of usable commodities 
during the summer months. By this means it 
is planned to provide work and food for all 
those in need. 

Regional areas are to be created. Within 
each region a local committee will take charge 
of the church security program. Storehouses 
will be erected at suitable points and church 
members will co-operate in raising and dis- 
tributing needed products, 

The Mormon Church in the West—the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints to 
give it its official title—has overcome many 
obstacles that opposed its progress. If it suc- 
ceeds, as doubtless it will, in solving the pro- 
blem of relief and employment for its own 
people, it will earn the admiration and respect 
of classes of the community at present far re- 
moved from its influence.

KEEP AWAY FROM SPAIN 

Wars have been started with far less provo- 
cation than the episode of Sunday in Gijon 
Harbor, when a Spanish warship in the hands 
of the Fascist insurgents shelled a small British 
yacht and killed the owner, Captain Rupert 
Savile, a retired British naval officer. 

The shooting was a blunder. The yacht had 
been damaged by grounding on a sandbar. Its 
owner was taking it into Gijon for examination 
and repairs. Warned that hostilities might 
break out at any time, Capt. Savile decided to 
seek another port. As he left the harbor, the 
insurgents mistook the boat for a Government 
yacht and opened fire. Capt. Savile was killed 
and his wife slightly injured 

A strong note of protest has been sent to 
the insurgents and in due course a claim for 
compensation may be made. England is not 
going to war with Spain as she once did over 


Captain Jenkins’ ear, which a Spanish com- 
mander in festive mood sliced off with his 
sword, The civil war in Spain is one between 


the Socjalist government and the Fascist rebels. 
Britain's aim is not to take sides, but to guard 
her own nationals and prevent hostilities from 
involving the European powers. 

With every sympathy for the stricken 
yacht-owner and his family, Spanish waters 
are unhealthy places to be cruising in these 
days. 


WATCHFUL NEUTRALITY 

Most people will agree with the policy of 
watchful neutrality proclaimed by the British 
Government in the Spanish Civil War. While 
the mind of Spain is still hot with passion. no 


useful purpose would be served by British 
mediation, It is a cause for satisfaction that 
England will not allow herself to be stampeded 
into any rash declaration of policy 

The position of France is somewhat more 
confusing. If the Fascist rebels subjugate 
Spain, France will be girt around by armed and 
predatory foes, No French Government could 
view such a prospect with equanimity. That is 


why France is so eagerly warning Europe that 
the Spanish revolt is more than a fierce skirmish 
between embittered political factions. She pro- 
fesses to regard it as the opening battle in that 
struggle between Fascism and Democracy which 
seems destined to overwhelm Europe. By stat- 
ing the issue in such overwrought terms, France 
hopes to obtain the support of other democratic 
nations should her own security be disturbed 
though for the moment she seems content to 
let the Spanish conflict smoulder out

THE RIGHT. DIRECTION 

France and the United States have made a 
trade agreement, based on tariff reductions on 
both sides, The reductions are neither drastic 
nor sweeping, and will hardly induce a great 
expansion of business in either direction 

What is important is that two more distinctly 
protectionist countries admit that trade means 
trading, that international commerce is worth 
cultivating, and that the way to cultivate it is 
to free the channels of artificial obstructions 
This is another of the none too numerous but 
increasing signs that the world is turning back 
toward commercial sanity and that economic 
nationalism is a waning force. 

There is little chance of peace and still less 
of general prosperity while the nations are 
engaged each in trying to force the others to 
buy from it while refusing to buy from them.

What To Do In 
Emergencies 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


With the coming of summer, there is bound 
to be an increase in the minor emergencies and 
inasmuch as you may have to take care of some 
one, it is always a good plan to know what to 
do when one of these common emergencies 
occurs, 

Cutting of the skin is one 
of the most frequent acci- 
dents of children and every 
mother must learn how to 
care for such injuries. Of all 
of these accidental cuts, not 
more than one in a thousand 
is of a serious nature. How- 
ever, it is wise to treat these 
injuries properly so that heal- 
ing will take place rapidly 
and so that further harm will 
not result. 

Every cut should be washed thoroughly with 
sterile water and the cut should then be ban- 
daged with sterile gauze held in place with ad- 
hesive tape. Do not make the mistake of plac- 
ing the adhesive over the cut itself, as this will 
prevent drainage. It is advisable to use an 
antiseptic on all cuts for the purpose of disin- 
fecting the injury as there is always a possibil- 
ity that bacteria may have been driven into the 
wound. 


Many mothers are afraid of bleeding and try 
to stop it as soon as possible. In the average

I case, the blood will form a clot at the site of 


injury within three to five minutes which will 
plug up the wound. A good flow of blood is 
probably an advantage as it will thoroughly 
wash the wound from the inside. In severe 
bleeding, it becomes necessary to control the 
bleeding by applying a tourniquet on the side 
of the wound nearest the heart, and to call a 
doctor. 


In the deeper cuts it is a good plan to have 
the patient see a doctor as soon as possible in 
order that any necessary repair work may be 
done. 

Inasmuch as summer is the barefoot season, 
many mothers are going to have to take care of 
injuries resulting from the running of a nail in 
the foot. This type of injury is somewhat dif- 
ferent from a surface cut as the nail is likely 
to penetrate deeply and to carry soiled material 
into the wound. Therefore, washing off the sur- 
face may not serve to remove all the debris. 
Most motkers do not have the necessary skill to 
probe within the wound with a sterile instru- 
ment for the purpose of cleaning out every par- 
ticle of dirt and I recommend that the injury 
receive the attention of a doctor. 

In all of these cases, it is desirable to use a 
simple home treatment which consists of having 
the child soak the foot in warm water to which 
cheap Epsom salts have been added. Prolonged 
soaking may be required to bring about ade- 
quate drainage and the child may fight against 
sitting and soaking the foot for a long enough 
period, but remember it is better to have him 
soak it and be safe than to let him avoid soak- 
ing it and be sorry when the foot begins to swell 
and become painful. Keep adding more hot 
water to the footbath and after soaking for ten 
minutes, then place the foot in cold water for 
one minute and alternate in this way until half 
an hour or an hour has passed, repeating the 
soaking later. In between the soaking periods, 
keep the wound bandaged and keep the child 
off the foot. 

A burn is one of the most common of all 
home accidents. Small burns should be wash- 
ed with sterile water and then some type of 
soothing application used such as Unguentine, 
vaseline, cream, lard, or in fact, any greasy sub- 
Stance. Carron oil is excellent to use, which 
your druggist will prepare for you and may 
also be used for sunburn. In case of a serious 
burn, go to the nearest telephone and call a 
doctor 

I suggest that you prepare for the common 
summer emergencies by providing a fresh rol] of 
adhesive tape, some sterile bandages, cotton, a 
jar of vaseline and a bottle of Carron oil. You 
will then be ready to take care of minor em- 
ergencies as they come along.
